 {ulred, and nothing done without him; and ſhe 
being wiiling to encourage him, who, as Mr..Ganh- 
den ſaith, was never ſufficiently to be commended 
for the great pains he took to diſcover remote Coun- 
tries, and to adyance the glory of the Engliſh Nx 
vigation and Trade, ſent him on a Voyage to Sea:

Ear though Patents were granted to him to ſettle a 
Flantaiion there, 1it grew not famous till che Reign 
of King 7ames, when. this Nation found out the 
Excellency and Fruitfulneſs of the Place, ſo agree- 
able: to Engliſh Bodies, ard profitable to the Ex- 
chequer;. Nature 1s there prodigal, and make

The Queen rigs out a brave Fleet con- 
fiſting of 150 Ships, mann'd with 6350 Soldters, 
1000 Volunteer Gentlemen, 6773 Seamen, with : 
which ſhe is reſolved to fall upon the Spaniard at 
home: The Earl of Eſſex, and the Lord Howard 
were Commanders of equal Authoriry, having been 
both at exceffive charge in carrying on the War: 
To theſe were joyned a Coumcil of War, conſiſting 
of ſeveral emjnent Seamen and Soldiers, among 
whom was Sir Walter Rawleigh: The Fleet was di- 
vided into four Squadrons, the firſt commanded by 
the Lord Admiral Howard, the ſecond by the Karl 
of Eſſex, the third by Sir Tho. Howard, and the 
fourth by Sir Walter Rawleigh. In the beginning 
of Fane they ſer ſail for Cadiz, and f50n got to Ga- 
des, their deſign being perfeRtiy unknown as well 
to their Enemies as their own Men: The ebbing 
Waters would not permic the great Ships to engage, 
the Shelves being of a greater hazard chan the Ene- 
my; Therefore Rawlcigh 1s pircht upon as the moſt 
proper Perſon in the midft of the Channel to pro- 
yoke them, who- accordingly in a little Ship called 
the Warſpight, dire&ed his Prowe: againft the Spa» 
niſh Men of War, who thereupon prefently feR-back; 
Upon this the reſt of the Fleet came in, and burnt 
and took ſeyeral of their Ships. After this Vi&tory 
at Sea, the Men were very iraportunate to go on 
ſhore, whom Eſſex landed at Puntal a League from 
the City : Ar firſt the Spanials received them with 
a great deal of Courage, but the Engliſh charged 
them ſo warmly that they thought it the beft way 
to retire with more ſpeed than they came out; The 
Engliſh purſued ſo cloſe, that rhey had almoſt reco- 
vered the City Gates as ſoon as they; The Earl got 
apon a Bulwark near the Gare, aud from thence he

Journey to go, and therefore will take my leave 3 
Then putting off his Gown and Doubler, he called 
to the Headſman to ſhew him the Axe, which be- 
ing not preſently done, he ſaid, Prithee let me ſee it, 
deft thou think that I am afraid of it. and having it- 
in his Hands, he felt along upon the edge of it, and 
K imiling, ſpake to the Sheriff, ſaying, This is a ſharp 
Medicine, but it is a Phyſician for 41ll Diſeaſes; Then 
going to and fro upon the Scaffold on every fide, 
he prayed the Company to pray to God to aſſiſt, 
and ftrengthen him ; being-asked on which fide of 
the block he would lay him(ſcli, he replyed, So the 
Heart be right, it is no matter which way the Head 
l:th, and then praying, after he had forgiven the 
Kxecutioner, having given him a fign when he 
ſhould do his Office, at two Blows he loft both Head 
and Life, his Body never ſhrinking nor movingg 
his Head was ſhewn on cach fide the Scaffold, and 
then put into a red Leather Bag, and his wroughr 
Velyer Gown thrown over it. which was afterward 
conveyed away in a mournivg Coach of his Ladies ; 
The large Ef.fion of Blood which proceeded from 
his Veins amazed the SpeRa*'urs, who juiged that 
e had a flock of nature ſufficient to have lived

LXL. Stupendious was the Tragedy ated at the _ 
Hagne upon Mr. Fohn de VVit, Pentionary of Hob 
land and Weft Er:eſland, and his Brother Monficur 
Cornelius de VVit, ancient Burgomaſter of the Ciry 
of Dort, avd Ruwart of the Country of Putten, on 
the 20 of Anguft 1672. which happened in the man- 
ner following. On the laſt day of Fly 1672. the 
Counſclior Fiſcal having according to the Orders 
of the Court of Holland fetched Cornelius der Wit, 
called Ruwart Van Putten from Dat to the Fugue, 
ſecured him in the Caftle, where he was accuſed by 
2 Barber, who about a Fortnight befcre had impeach» 
ed him 1n the following manner ; That Ruwart Van 
Purten would have hired and obliged him the ſaid Bar» 
ber called William Tichelaar, to murder his Highneſs 
the Prince of Orange: Upon which ſeveral Exami- 
nations having been made, the ſaid Ruwart was or- 
dered to be kept cl>ſe Priſoner, and Auguſt 5 was 
removed from the Caſtle to the Priſon Gate, as alſo 
the Barber, who voluntarily ſurrendred himſelf : 
Auguſt 15, in the Evening a Report was ſpread in 
the Hague, that Kuwart had a deſizn to break our 
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150 Extraordinary Adventures. 
of the Priſon, which made divers Flock to the Pri. 
fon Gate, and Guard the ſame all Night; Yet ne- 
vertheleſs the People were ſo diſſatisfied, fearing 
that by ſome means or other he might be got away, 
that they threatned to pull down the adjacent Houſe 
if they did not find him ; which forced ſeveral Per. 
ſons of Quality ro go into the Priſon, and at their 
return affured the enraged Multitude, that they had 
both ſeen and ſpoke with the, ſaid Ruwart : But 
this availing little, they reſolyed to be further {+ 
tisfied, by making this Ruwart ſhew himſelf to 
them all ar a Window of the Priſon, that they 
might both ſee and know him, which being done 
there Fury was ſomewhat allayed for that time, yet 
the Priſoa was guarded Night and Day by the Bur- 
ghers.

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Before this Sentence was publiſhed, the Barye* 
Ticheldar being releaſed out of Priſon, reporte! 
. through the Town, That he was the Perſon who hat 
accuſed the Ruwart, who was baniſhed for ever, whe" 
he as they might all ſee was ſet at Liberty; irumedi* 
. - ately after this the Sentence being publiſhed, occz- 
tioned great Murmurings amongſt the Burgers, who 
judged it to be unjuſt; fince they faw the Barber 
was ſet at liberty, and tht conſequently his Accy- 
ſation againſt the Ruwart muſt be real, which if it 
had been falſe the Barber would undoubtedly have 
been puniſhed, and the Ruwart Van Putten releaſed; 
upon which they argued, that it appeared plainly, 
that the Ruwart had ſufficient knowledge of the 
Treaſon plotted againſt the Perſon of his Highneſs 
the Prince of Orange, and therefore had juſtly for- 
feited his Life, and deſerved to-die: The late Coun: 
ct] Pentionary Mr. Fohn de Wit, coming the ſame

the mean time reſolved to fecure the whole Empire to himſelf, 
though ir could not. be done without difficulty fince the Chineſes 
have ſuch a render and paſhonate Love to their Soveraigns, that ' 
they ſeem rather to Idolize than love them, and the preſent Pr.
